Besides all this we had constantly

upon us by the rebels and In addition
to our extreme physical suffering we
experienced mental torture at thethought of the scaffold for no crime
whatever except It be a crime to obey
our superior officers Had we been
guilty of a crime that would merit such

We were not spies as charged by
the enemy for we never lurked for
one moment around their encampments
for the purpose of obtaining knowledge
of their position We were bridge burn-
ers

and engine thieves This we did
not deny at all For seven long months
we lived as it were under the shadow
of the gallows expecting every moment
to be taken out and executed like fel ¬

ons Is it any wonder tlmt I andfmy
comrades are physical wrecks to day

I hae been confined to the house
most of the time for two years and to
my bed a part of the time I never re-
gretted

for one moment that I respond-
ed

to tho call In 1861 to go in defense
of my country and her Hug I am glad
I went nnd bore what I could to make
treason odious and make It possible for
the Stars and Stripes that dear old

wounded at the battle of Chlckamauga

The Regular officer makes
military service a profession his life
work the volunteer officer abandons
his regular vocation pnerifices his busi ¬

ness and his prospects in a great crisis
and when he has served his country In
her days of peril and relieved her mis-
fortunes

¬

he returns to civil life to begin
a new career and like the private sol-
dier

¬

finds himself deprived of his form ¬

er strength and igor unable to cope
with Ills new competitors who fill the
professions and occupy the fields of in-
dustry

¬

ail owing to the hardships ex-
posures

¬

and privations suffered in the
service And further is It not a fact
that the vast majority of officers in the
volunteer service nearly all of them
were men who first enlisted as privates
and won promotion by their merits
Pardon me for taking my own case as
an illustration I enlisted as a private
on April 8 1861 under President Lin-
colns

¬

first call for 75000 men I was
then a boy not yet 18 years of age I
served as a private in Co E 16th Ohio
and as such performed all wthe duties
assigned to and expected of us I
drilled did guard duty stood picket
deployed upon the skirmish line and
participated in the first engagements
Ill not call them battles of the war

Phlllippl June 3 Laurel Hills June
7 8 Carrlcks Ford July 14 1861
where the Confederate General Robert
Garnett was killed the first General
of the war to lose his Iif All this took
place before the first battle of Bull Run
was fought and I was in it as a pri-
vate

¬

in the ranks with my knapsack
on my back and a Belgian rifle in my
hands We served out the time of our
enlistment three months and a month
longer Then we were relieved by the
new three year men who came out
under the second call We returned to
Ohio and were discharged We re
ceived 6ur pay at the rate of 11 per
month Tour 10 gold pieces and the
balance in silver Most of the boys rc- -
enllsted some In the artillery some In
the cavalry and some In the Infantry
I dont know but all of them

and all of them who survived as
far as I know the facts became com-
missioned

¬

officers before the war closed
Judging by myself none of them had
any thought or hope of ever being an
officer for they realized that they were
not trained for soldiers much less for
officers I certainly did not aspire to
nnd did not dream iof such a thing ns
being an officer I -- was content to re
enlist as a private in Co F 74th Ohio
There was not an officer of this regi-
ment

¬

who had seemany service when I
enlisted in It but from the fact that I
had been in the first three months ser-
vice

¬

and having consequently had some
experience In drill and discipline my
Captain Walter Crook elder brother
of him who afterwards became the dls
tingulshcd Maj Gen Ocorge Crook ap
pointed me Sergeant and set me to
drilling the company This was tho
first recognition I Jiad ever received
and the greatest honor that could have
been conferred upon me For the first
time in my life my boyish ambition
was aroused and L then resolved that
by example and conduct and strict at-
tention

¬

to duty I would achieve still
higher honors In January 1862 I was
promoted to Lieutenant by the choice
of the company who were permitted to
make their own selection from among
their number At tho battle of Stone
River Dec 31 1862 I was very se
verely wounded but on recovery re
turned to duty l or my conduct in
this battle my name was placed upon
the Roll of Honor in the Army of the
Cumberland under General Order No
19 Issued by Gen Rosecrans com
manding In December 1863 after the
battles of Chlckamauga Lookout Moun-
tain

¬

and Mission Ridge had been fought
and while camping at Chattanooga our
regiment all excepting about 20 men
re enlisted as veterans and the Colonel
Joelah Given appointed me Adjutant

On the Atlanta campaign I was again
wounded at Buzzard Roost Mountain
May 9 1864 while at the side of the
Colonel as the regiment was advancing
on the Confederates who were pouring
canister shells and rifle balls Into our
ranks While lying in the field hospi ¬

tal between life and death a communi-
cation

¬

was given me an official docu-
ment

¬

What could It be I hadnt the
remotest Idea for why should anyone
wish to communicate with me in my
helpless and almost hopeless condition
With feeble trembling hands I opened
the envelope It was my commission
as Captain for which my brave and
noble Colonel had recommended me to
Gov Brough not as a compliment but
for meritorious RQrvices performed It
was a great surprise to me and most
gratifying giving me new courage and
hope for I had almost despaired of
ever entering the field again in fact so
critical was my condition that I was not
exacted to survive The nurses told
mo so and a member of my regiment
who called to sec me asked if he should
send my body back to Ohio when I re
plied No bury me here with the rest
of our boys But I was young just
21 pure blooded a country boy Again
I recovered and rejoined the boys
after Atlanta had fallen and the battles
of Franklin and Nashville had been
fought Before the war closed I was
commissioned Major In tho same reel
ment in which I enlisted and served as
a private

I give these personal details of my
own career in the army not to boast of
my seiices nor to appear on dress pa
ladc I have arrived at that time in
life when the old man Is looking toward
the setting sun The glory of the rosy
dawn and the vanities of this world
have lost their charm and ceased to at-
tract

¬

his attention il I am writing this
because my war recwrd Is analogous to
that of thousands uf officers who rosse
from the ranks Who were the regi
mental officers iwhen tho war closed
Most of them --were humble privates like
myself who went forth to serve their
country from purely patriotic motives
certainly not for the pittance of pay
tne cnancc otpromotion or the promise
of a big pension At the final muster
out of my regimontuits Colonel was R
P FInlay who was the junior Cantain
nt its organization chosen from the
ranks of his companj- - Our Lieutenant--
Colonel had been aiSergeant in Co I
the Major a privates in Co F the Ad ¬

jutant a Quartcrmniter and all the
line officers were men who had served
in the ranksiTo place these men on
the retired list as Kegular Army offi
cers would that be discriminating
agalnn the private soldier Would it
not be honoring the private soldier the
more

Now if what T have told of this one
instance is true of the regiment I have
cited may It not be logically and legiti
mately assumed to be true of all other
volunteer regiments and especially so
of regiments that served ns veterans
old regiments that went out In 1861
1862 and 18C3 Why then should
anybody any patriotic citizen especial ¬
ly an old soldier at this late dav ob
ject to placing the few surviving volun- -

Contrast what then was with what now
Is We surely cannot plead poverty
Congress cannot Ignore a patriotic ob ¬

ligation on the ground that the country
Is too poor The people have never yet
complained of any pension legislation
enacted by Congress and they will not
complain of but rather commend the
passage of the volunteer retired list
bill It will not belittle the services of
the private soldier It will not lessen
his pension Rnther will it not re ¬

dound to the honor of the private sol-
dier

INCORPORATING THE G A R

Character of tho Corporation What
the Government Should Do

Editor National Tribune I have been
reading with great Interest and not
without some apprehension the news-
paper

¬

articles regarding the movement
to incorporate thi- - G A It and would
like to know the real underlying mo
tlves of those who favor Incorporation
For Instnnce if by Incorporating It Is
intended to make It a stock company
In which each member of the organiza
tion would have a share of stock even
tho it were without cost or expense to
himself I would not be in favor of such
stock company because the heirs of
Grand Army members as the members
die off would become legally the hold-
ers

¬

and owners of such shares of stock
and in that manner men or possibly
women or at any rate persons who
had no part In tho war of 1SC1 65
could come in and vote to control the
Orders policies and its property and
funds No man can become a member
of the Grand Army unless he has hon-
orably

¬

served in either the army or
navy of the United States during the
civil war and it would seem Improper
to so arrange matters that In the future
any other set of men could step in and
gain control

My idea Is to let the G A R as at
present organized die when its last
member dies but in the meantime be ¬

fore that sad day arrives when the
Grand Army shall be no more the Unit
ed States Government should by act of
Congress create a Grand Army or a
Legion of Honor and every man who
honorably served his country in array
or navy during the civil war should be
a member of that newly created body
and It should be the intent and purpose
of the Government to honor its veter-
ans

¬

during their life and to revere their
memory after their death It has been
said that Republics have no gratitude
for their heroes and defenders Let us
prove as Americans that this is untrue
and that this Republic at least knows
feels and shows its gratitude to its old
veterans Pensions arc well enough
hut In the shadowy eve of lifes closing
day the old soldier would like to know
that his life has not been lived in vain
would like to know that the greatest
effort and the greatest sacrifice he ever
made is known remembered and ap
predated by the Nation and by the
younger generations Let the Nation
champion the cause of the feeble and
dying soldier let medals be struck
which he can wear proudly and proudly
beoueath to his sons or grandsons let
military funerals show him honor after
his death and let the name of every
veteran Dy companies and regiments
be engraved on tablets of bronze to be
preserved at the Nations Capital among
the treasured memories of the glories
of this glorious Nation After the last
Grand Army man is dead there will be
much honor to be gained by any honor-
able

¬

man being able to truthfully say
that he Is the son or grandson of one
of the departed heroes of the Grand
Army

For my part next to my faith in Al ¬

mighty God I can think of no rrouderheritage to bequeath to my descend-
ants

¬

than an unspotted army record
As the time is short between now

and the death of all the members and theconsequent death of the Grand Army let
us individually and as an organization
so shape our course that no unwprthy
motive shall enter into the life of our
organization If the proposed incor-
poration

¬

has a sordid motive underlying
It then away with such a proposition
If any good sensible and honorable
reason can be shown why the Grand
Army should be Incorporated then let
the roal truth be known I see no rea-
son

¬

for change except that instead of
the veterans having to found an institu-
tion

¬
to honor themselves I think thata really grateful Nation should found

an Order to honor the veterans
I would like to hear from some of

our comrades along this line John
Dillon Co I 23d Ind Birmingham
Ala

Camp Big Black River Miss July 4

1863
Dear Father and Mother I havo

good news to tell you We have cap
tured vicksburg and all of the men
that were in ihe place about 30000
We also got all of their arms nhnnt
150000 stand and captured all of theircannon There were 601 pieces of artil-
lery

came out of their ditches Our boys
are all in good spirits Johnston is
vvunin Hearing or us and Gen Shermangave him a round to day I guess we
win start to nunt him in the morning
for we have our marching orders but
we do nor know where we will go IfGen Grant starts us after him w win
run him to Old Brady or catch him for
Gen Osterhauss Division is like a set
oi graynounas we havo the best army
that ever marched thru the SouthernConfederacy for it doesnt know whatfear is This Fourth of July will belong rememberod by Gen Grants army
I went down Into Vicksburg and It is
the best fortified place I ever saw Itappears that their troops rejoiced as
much as we except the Texas troops
and they are a stubborn set of men

I got behind a good sized pine tree and
In a moment a rlfic ball knocked the
bark from one side of the tree I looked
to see where the shot came from and
saw the smoke rise from behind a pile
of cordwood I put my cap on my ram-

would reply Finally I heard no more
from him

They fell back and we were ordered
to advance I went to the wood pile
and discovered some blood about the
place but found no dead rebs and went
on with the rest and began the invest
ment of Spanish Fort One day after
we nao taken Mobile I was walking
about the city nnd saw a Confederate
soldier with one arm in a sling Ietold me he had got his wound at the
wood pile He said that while loading
his gun he exposed his arm and re ¬
ceived the wound I was glad to learn
